Read the following Scriptures: 

“And the Lord said unto 

Abram aftr that Lot was 

separated from him, Lift up 

now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art north- 
‘ward, and southward, and 

eastward, and westward: 15.

‘And I will make thee ex- 
fruitful,. and I will 
make nations of thee, and 


kings shall..come out of thee. 
7. And I will-establish my cov- 
enant between me and thee 
and thy seed after thee in their 
generations _for-an everlasting 
covenant, to be a God unto 
thee, and to thy seed after 
thee. 8. And I will give unto 
thee, and to thy seed after 
thee, the land wherein thou 
art a stranger, all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting 
possession; and I will be their 
God’’—Genesis 17:6-8. 

Some facts are so clearly stat- 
ed in these verses that they can- 
not be misunderstood. 

First, that the literal land of 
‘Canaan’? is promised to Abra- 
ham, the land that Abraham saw 
and walked on. This does not 


mean Heaven but certainly meanst 


Palestine. 

Second, that land will be given 
in the future to Abraham and 
his seed. God did not ‘say, “I 
HAVE given it” but “I WILL 
give it’’. 

Third, Abraham and his seed 
are to have this land ‘forever,’ 
and ‘‘for an everlasting posses- 
sion’’. 

Fourth, notice the promise ‘s 
absolutely unconditional, without 
a single “‘if’? or “‘but’’. God. ex- 
plicitly says, “I will’’. 

Fifth, God made an everlasting 


-covenant with Abraham to be a 


God to him and his seed, saying, 
“I will be their God’. Abraham, 
and the nation Israel yet unborn, 
became a chosen people then, 


(and in the future there is to be 


ee ame 


an eternal connection between 
the land Palestine and Abra- 
ham’s seed. 

But Abraham, in his lifetime, 
did not inherit one foot of 
ground in Canaan. Acts 7:5, 
speaking about Abraham says, 
‘And He gave him none inheri- 
tance in it, no, not so much as 
to set his foot on: yet he prom- 
ised that he would give it to him 
for a possession, and to ‘this seed 
after him, when as yet he had 
no child’’. 


Likewise Hebrew 11:8-13 tells 
clearly that Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob all died without ever hav- 
ing received the promised posses- 
sion. 

‘By faith Abraham, when he 
was called to go out into a 
place which he should after 
receive for an _ inheritance, 
obeyed: and he went-out, not 
knowing whither he went. 9. 
By faith he sojourned in the 
land . of promise, as in a 
strange country, dwelling in 
tabernacles with Isaac and 
Jacob, the heirs with him of 
the same promise: 10. For he 
looked for a city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and 
maker is G 11. Through 
faith also Saralr~herself_ re- 
ceived strength to conceive 

seed, and was delivered of a 
child when she was past age, 
because she judged him faith- 
ful who had promised. 2. 
Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him good as dead, 
SO many as the stars of the 
sky in multitude, and as the 
sand which is by the sea shore 
innumerable. 138. These all 
died in faith, NOT HAVING 
RECEIVED THE PROMISES, 
but having seen them afar off, 
and were persuaded of them 
and embraced them, and con- 
fessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims of the 
earth’’. 

It is clear that God’s promise 
to Abraham, |saae and Jacob, 
heirs together of the same prom- 
ise, was that they should inherit 
the literal land of Canaan that 
Abraham walked on and saw. 
God said, “‘To thee will I give it, 
and to thy,.seed for ever’. But 


|they did not receive it in their 


lifetime. The ptomise was still 
future. Verse 10 shows that by 
faith Abraham knew of the New 
Jerusalem which will come down 
from God.out of Hedven *(Rév. 
21:1), and in the same chapter, 
verses 14-to 16, show that. they 
looked forward to the time when 
God would = give them their 


country,. with the curse of sin 
removed. 
In the same chapter also, 


verses 39 and 40 show us that 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and 
others of Abraham’s seed, have 


not yet reéeived the promised 
land. 


“And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through 
faith, received not the prom- 
ise: 40. God having provided 
some better things for us, that 
they without us should not 
be made perfect’’.—Hebrews 
11: 89,40, 

This New Testament reference 
still claims that God made Abra- 
ham a promise, that it included 
Isaac, Jacob and others, that 
they died without inheriting the 
land promised them and as yet 
they have not inherited it. And 
verse 40 shows that God plans 
not to fulfill that promise with- 
out the saints of this present age 
having part with them! 

Clearly then, the Bible teaches 
that God made Abraham a cove- 
nant that he and his seed will 
inherit the land of Palestine as 
an everlasting possession and 
God will be their God. That 
certainly means that Jews must 
return to Palestine. 

Galatians 3:16 says that the 
promise to Abraham and his 
seed particularly included Christ, 


‘so Christ

and Abraham and 
Isaac and Jacob will go back to 
Palestine and inherit it at the 
same time and on forever. 

II THE WORLD WIDE DIS- 
PERSION OF ISRAEL PLAINLY 
FORETOLD. 

In Deuteronomy 28:15-68, the 
Lord plainly foretold the world. 
wide dispersion of Israel. Read 
the entire passage and notice 
clearly some facts. 

First, many individuals would 
perish unsaved and loose part in 
the Abrahamic covenant. A Jew 
who dies unsaved has no part in 
the Abrahamic covenant. 

Second, a few in number shall 


be left and the rac2 will not 
perish. 
Verse 62 says: 


“And ye shall be left few in 
number, whereas ye were as 
the stars of heaven for multi 
tude; because thou wouldest 
not obey the voice of the Lord 
thy God”. 

Verses 25 and 65 show that 
Jews will be scattered to every 
nation on earth. That is not just 
being carried into captivity in 
Babylon. II Kings 17:6 shows 
that Israel, the northern king- 
dom, was carried captive and 
settled in certain cities of the 
Medes. II Chronicles 36:20 shows 
that Judah was carried captive to 
Babylon. That was not worldwide 
dispersion and could not fulfill 
the prophecy given in Peuterono- 
my, chapter 28. 

The Scriptures teach that [s- 
rael, sometime after they went 
into the land of Palestine, would 
be scattered out into every nation 
on earth, but that the nation 
would not be utterly destroyed. 
A remnant would be left. In this 
connection, Jeremiah 30:11 
plainly says that God will “not 
make a full end of Israel’. 

Ill. THE DISPERSION OF 
ISRAEL TO ALL THE WORLD 
DID NOT HAPPEN IN A. D. 


70 WHEN JERUSALEM~ WAS} 


DESROYED. 


The worldwide dispersion of 
Jews, foretold in Deuteronomy,’ 
chapter 28, Leviticus, chapter 26 
and elsewhere, did not take 
place in the old Testament 
times. Some went to Babylon, 
but not to all the world. For- 
tunately the Saviour Himself 
tells us just when that dispersion 
took place. In Luke 21:20+24 
Jesus says: : 

“And when ye shall see 
Jerusalem © ,compassed — with 
armies then know that the 


desolation thereof, is nigh. 21. ; | 


Then let them -which are in 


Judaea flee to the ‘mountains; ° 


and let them which are in the 
midst of it depart out; and 
let not them that are in the 
countries enter thereunto. 22. 
For these be days of vengen- 
ance, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. 23. 
But woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that 
give suck in those days! for 
there shall be great distress 
in the land, and wrath upon 
this people. 24. And they shall 
fall by the edge of the sword, 
and shall be led away captive 
into all nations: and Jerusa- 
lem shall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, until the times 
of the Gentiles be fulfilled’. 

When Jerusalem was surround- 
ed by the armies of Titus in A. 
D. 70° and then the city was de- 
Sstroyed or made desolate, these 
words of Jesus were fulfilled. 
These events came some thirty- 
edd years after Jesus spoke these 
words, and during the lifetime 
of some who were present. At 
that time Jews were “led away 
captive into all nations’, just as 
was foretold and the Saviour 
explicitly stated that “these be 
the days of vengeance, that all 
tthings which are written may 
be fulfilled”, and “there shall 
be great distress in the land, and 
wrath upon the people. 


God has promised the : land = 


of Palestine to the Jews but He 
has also foretold ahead of time 
that before they get possession 
of Palestine they should be car- 
ried captive into all nations, and 
that following the destructin of 
Jerusalem in A. D. 70. 

It becomes clear then that 
the possession of the land of 
Canaan by Jews must come after 
A. D. 70., and it has not yet oc- 
curred. Jews are still scattred 
out into every pation under 
Heaven and do not possess the 
land of Palestine. Particularly 


is it obvious that Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob have not come 
into the possession that was 


promised them. 


IV. THE NATION ISRAEL TO 
BE REGATHERED TO PALES- 
TINE. 

Deuteronomy 30: -16 tells 
about the future regathering of 
Israel. Read it carefully. 

“And it, shall come to pass,

How- 
ever, it is certain because of 
God’s eternal promise, both to 
Abraham, Issac, Jacob and to 
Israel. This is the restoration of 
Israel, which will take place 
after the dispersion Jesus told 
about in Luke 21:24, not out of 
Babylon but from all countries.

These things will be 
restored, says this Scripture, 
when Jesus returns. Israel will 
be restored to their land, ag 
promised to Abraham in Genesis 
13:14.18, Genesis 17:6.8: as 
promised to David in II Samual 
7:10; as promied to Israel in 
Isaiah 11:1.12; Jermiah 23:- 
3-8, Jeremiah 30:.3, Jeremiah
